I know most amateurs, who are spending some time on the air 
enjoying their hobby, have heard about the battles on the amateur 
bands. Hams complaining about the obscenity, filthy language, 
jammers, interferers and business phone patching. Amateurs 
operating on frequencies that they are not authorized and other 
violations. Arguments and discussions that have never before been 
heard on the amateur bands. Amateurs are upset. 

I am certain that you have heard, ‘‘The FCC will act.” ‘‘The 
FCC doesn’t care, they won’t act.”’ ‘‘What’s wrong wtih an oc- 
casional business call?” ‘“Your a prude, if you think my language is 
bad.” ‘“‘What business is it of yours?” ‘‘Who do you think you are, 
your not the FCC.” ° 

Yes, there are several battles going on, but I think that an un- 
derlying revolution or resolution is being missed by most 
amateurs. 

Why are these subjects being discussed on the air? I have found 
the real reason is: that n any, many, amateurs want a change in 
what is happening to our bands. Do you? 

All amateurs signed an agreement between themselves and the 
United States Government to obey the rules and regulations, when 
they signed their license. They are charged with voluntary com- 
pliance to the rules. The revolution may be the number of 
amateurs, who are trying to get the amateurs who are breaking the 
rules, to straighten-up. This hasn’t happened in years. 

There seems to be a ground swell of amateurs who want to clean 
up the amateur frequencies. More and more amateurs are trying to 
get others, who are operating illegally, to stop. They are getting 
more and more vociferous, in their demands. They are calling and 
writing their congressmen, the FCC and the auxiliary, complaining 
about the things, that are not legal, on the ham bands. 

We have all read and heard about these individual battles. The 
reporting has been mainly on the battles, nothing has been written 
about how to solve the problems. Slowly, but surely, over the last 
few years, amateurs, being individuals who like to solve problems, , 
have become frustrated. 

Amateurs are not used to hearing arguments, or discussions, 
concerning the dirty linen of the amateur community, being aired 
on the ham bands. The reactions have been varied. 

Some turned their sets off, some changed frequencies, but all 
were upset, and wanted ‘“‘someone’”’ to fix it. But, nothing changed, 
it just got worse. 

By now they all realized that the amateurs had no effective way 
of handling these situations. They had to rely on the FCC to find a 
way to solve these problems, or solve them on their own. Some 
were tempted to form vigilante committees, but they knew that 
would give the amateurs a bad name. So self-resolution set in, they 
would try to get it solved. 

The amateur community has been awakened by the problems. 
They became aware that a continuing effort must be made to keep 
illegal operations and operators, off the ham band. They could no 
longer turn their heads and hope someone else would take care of 
the problem. 

They discussed it with their friends and at the club meetings. 
They got others involved in trying to come up with a solution. They : 
learned that others wanted the same things for amateur radio. 
They didn’t want to lose their frequencies or their privileges.

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Guest Editorial 
MORSE CODE — 
IT SEEMS TO ME!

Now don’t get me wrong, I’m not against ‘‘no-code licenses’’! In 
fact, I support the concept pretty much as proposed by the ARRL. 
What worries me is something else! 

Since my earliest memories of my interest in amateur radio I 
cannot recall'anyone who wanted to become a ham who failed to do 
so because they were unable to learn Morse Code and pass the test. 
To be sure it was a chore, even difficult and there was that 10 words 
per minute hump which we all seemed to get stuck with for a while. 
But everyone got there eventually, until now . . . 

Now I constantly hear people of average capabilities bemoaning 
the fact that they are just flat unable to learn the code, get their 
speed up to 13 words per minute or cannot pass the test because of 
nerves, etc. I’m worried that these people are not any different to 
those people of past years, except in attitude. I’m worried that ef- 
fort to learn a skill is being replaced by effort to change the rules to 
suit the attitude! 

The funny thing is that its easier to learn the code today than it 
ever was in the past. There were no computers sending perfect 
code for practice or those cleverly devised training tapes and mod- 
ern learning methods. There were no Morse Code practice trans- 
missions. 

Bug keys for precision sending were like hens teeth. I never saw 
one till years after I was licensed. We only had the old hand key for 
practice and copying different ‘‘fists’’ didn’t help either. 

We don’t even have to pass a sending test any more. 

I’ve heard all of the excuses, of course! Morse is outdated. Digi- 
tal techniques are the way to go, etc., etc. Truisms but excuses. 


There are also excuses which are patently untrue such as blam- 


ing ones educational level. I believe that in most cases, I repeat, 
most (there are exceptions), the ambition is to get more operating 
privileges, with less effort. 

Unfortunately, this problem is not confined to amateur radio. 

Minorities are petitioning school boards to reduce academic re- 
quirements for diplomas. Some immigrants want their native lan- 
guage to be made official here in the United States. 

I recently read that CPA’s want their qualifying exams to be 
simplified by reducing written answers in favor of multiple choice. 

Like many such skills Morse Code opens up a world of enjoy- 
ment that goes with the effort to learn it. Something like the plea- 
sure one felt after learning to ride a bicycle or learning to swim, 
and like these skills it improves with use. Also, a bonus is that the 
manners one encounters from cable wireless operators are a cut 
above what is encountered on the phone bands. 


I can’t make anyone learn anything only they can do that, but I 


would encourage anyone about to learn Morse Code to first of all 
work on attitude. Get that \ aid right and you are half way 
there. _ —From PCARS — Newsletter

MORE PUBLIC SERVICE EVENTS

The radio amateurs of Hernando County had a very busy Oc- . 
tober providing communications for various events. 

First there was the ‘‘St. Petersburg Times’’ bike tour on October 
2nd to benefit the Special Olympics as described in another issue. 

Then there was the ‘‘Cracker Day’ Parade on October 15th. 
This was a special challenge since hams were to align the parade 
units according to the parade plan. The parade starting point was 

‘at the public school complex and was lined up around the outer 

perimeter road. 

Points along the road were designated as band, float, color 
guard, horse and buggy, fire equipment, etc. waiting areas. As the 
various units reported to the check-in station they were sent to their 
category waiting station. 

The lead units then started out and as they passed the category 
waiting station they were placed into the parade. This required two 
hams at each waiting station so they could notify the units to get 
lined up and another to hold the parade to fit a unit in sequence. 

Since ARES/RACES exists to provide emergency com- 
munications alone, the parade make-up exercise was above and 
beyond duty. Members of the Hernando County Amateur Radio 
Association and the Clover Leaf Amateur Radio Club participated 
in this endeavor. 

Next came the surprise “‘emergency’’ on October 20th. The 
Department of Emergency Government for Hernando County is 
required to exercise all public safety facilities once a year. The 
scenario was that a pick-up truck ran in a school bus filled with 
children. 

Emergency Government required direct communications 
between the accident site, the two local hospitals, the school board 
transporation complex, and the Emergency Government Office. As 
E.C. for Hernando County I was awre of the plan but did not 
disclose the date or time of the event. 

When the call came for assistance, a blanket call was made on 
the Hernando County Amateur Radio Association repeater for 

_ anyone in the vicinity of the accident. Three hams responded, one 
was sent to the scene, the other two to the emergency rooms of the 
hospitals. 

Then through the HCARA autopatch additional hams were 
called to set up at the transportation complex and Emergency 
Government Office. This operation did not require a great number 
of hams once the communications were set up. 

To further test our mettle, it was decided to see how many more 
hams we could bring on the air by phone patch. One member of the 


Clover Leaf Amateur Radio Club was called to request he muster 
members just to check in, members of the Hernando County 
Amateur Radio Association were called to get them to come up on 
the repeater. This was started at 12 minutes past the hour and at 30 
minutes past the hour 20 amateurs had checked in with net and 
stood by for assignment.

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WOODPECKERS 
RUSSIAN, AMERICAN AND OTHERS 
2 By Tim Heeter, AB4LU 
For any of you that spend any time at all on the low bands, you 
no doubt have run across what is unaffectionately known as the 
Woodpecker. 

_ Woodpecker is the name given to an interfering pulsed signal 
occurring from time to time in the H.F. portion of the'radio spec- 
trum. The sound has been likened to a jackhammer or a car 
ignition with the engine running at a constant speed. To my ear, it is 
a popping sound occurring at about 10 pulses per second. 


There have been many explanations given for these signals. 


Submarine communications, wireless transmission of power, 


manipulation of the earth’s magnetic field, and remote mind 


control. 


The most likely explanation for these interfering signals is Over - 


The Hori (OTH) radars. The U.S. Department of Defense 
believes they are an early warning system for intercontinental 
ballistic missiles. There could be many other uses for such a radar. 

And who is doing this malicious interfering, you ask? Why, the 
Ruskies of course. Soon after the interference was first noticed, in 
1976, direction finders placed the source of emissions in three areas 
of the Soviet Union. 


They are: 

51Nx31E Between Minsk and Kiev 1976 
53N x 140E On the East Coast of Siberia 1979 
No Coordinates ' North of Black Sea 1980 


The Soviets have denied any knowledge of the emissions, but in 
correspondence to the International Telecommunications Union 
(ITU), they acknowledged responsibility. They originally claimed 
the emissions were ‘“‘tests,’’ but now claim they are for research 
into radio wave propagation. 

The signal bandwidth is on the order of 16-18 KHz, with many 
side bands of about 10 KHz in width. The amount of spectrum used 
comes close to 100 KHz. The most probable type of modulation 
used is phase modulation. The modulation most probably carries a 
binary code to identify the source of the emissions. 

One thing these emissions are not is deliberate jamming by the 
Russians. The monitoring stations have noticed that one of the most 
frequently interfered with stations is Radio Moscow! - 

If these emissions are for research, it is very costly research. 
The transmitters have to be in the multi-megawatt class and they 
have been on the air for more than a decade. Sounds like the kind of 
research only the U.S. Congress would fund. 

And are we going to get some relief from this type of in- 
terference? Afraid not. Seems things are going to get worse, if 
anything. Read on. 

It seems the U.S. Air Force has been secretly dabbling with OTH 
radar for about 20 years. In 1980, the Air Force started building a 
powerful OTH station in Maine. Part of that station went on-line in 
1987 and in 1986 another station was started in Oregon, with a 

_ Station in Alaska to be built starting this year. The Navy, of course, 
‘would like their own system-to cover the North Atlantic. 

And who else is in on it, you might ask? Australia is bringing 
their OTH radar system on-line as you read this. The United King- 
dom has signed an agreement with the United States to start a 

_ Station in Wales. The Japanese have also signed an agreement with 
the United States to develop an OTH radar system (which they will 
probably later sell to the Russians). 

The good news is that all the systems outside the USSR are F.M. 
The bandwidth for these systems is from five to 40 KHz. This will 
allow them to blend more discretely into the sonic stew that exists 
in the H.F. band. 

It doesn’t end there. 

In the future, there is a good possibility that we will see a prolif- 
eration of commercial OTH radar stations. Several oil companies 
are exploring the use of OTH radar to track icebergs that could 
ex-langer their oil platforms. 

eS from the OTH radars also reflvct waves in the ocean 
very well. This could lead to several OTH stations erected for study 

of the atmosphere/ocean interaction. It is possible to point the OTH 
beam straight up, into the ionosphere, to image the plasma 
currents and electromagnetic weather aloft. 


If you visited Key West 20 years ago chances 


are good you visited this famious station. Chuck 
Wardlow, WA4CGQ. Some 20 years later Chuck 
is still very active on most bands. 


It is unrealistic to expect the OTH’s to be limited in bandwidth, 
because to do so reduces their usefulness to the point of not having 
them built in the first place. The extremely wide bandwidth is part 
of the reason they function at all. It is also unrealistic to assume 
that devices with so many uses will not be built. 

With the proliferation of OTH installations, some of which will 
have a first hop field intensity of several hundred megawatts, we 
can only hope that the operators of such installations will operate 
them in a reasonable manner. 

The regulating body that would oversee the operation of these 
radars is the ITU, but the ITU is powerless to enforce any of its - 
rules. It depends solely on the cooperation of its members. (A lot 
like the United Nations.) 

’ ‘According to the ITU, members shall not cause interference to 
member stations operating within the ITU’s guidelines. However, 
the ITU regulations also state that members retain entire freedom 
with regards to military radio installations. The ITU rules also 
state that members observe statutory provisions relative to the 
measures to be taken to prevent harmful interference. 

It don’t really understand that last passage. It is from the ITU 
Regulations. I think it is fitting to let it drop with that last bit of 
double talk, and let you draw your own conclusion about the future 
of H.F. spectrum management pertaining to OTH radar.
